1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for the examiner's amendment to claim 36 was given in a 
telephone interview with David Alexander on 7/1/2008. Claim 54, directed to an 
invention non-elected without traverse, is cancelled because the application is otherwise 
ready for allowance (MPEP 821 .02). 

In the claims : 

In claim 36, line 2, change "bis-indenyl" to -- benzindenyl --. 
Cancel claim 54. 

Conclusion 

2. The International Search Report has identified several "X" references against the 
claims presented in the PCT application. However, none of the cited references 
anticipates or renders obvious the instant claims because none discloses all of the 
catalyst and polymer components required in steps (a) and (b). Step (a) requires the 
production of "a first multimodal polyolefin component" made in the presence of 
bisindenyl metallocene (I), and step (b) requires the production of "a second polyolefin 
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component" made in the presence of cyclopentadienyl/fluorenyl metallocene (II), 
wherein steps (a) and (b) are performed in the same reaction zone or in series- 
connected reaction zones. The closest prior art is Winter et al. (US 5,700,886) which 
discloses in the second and third examples of Table 1 olefin polymerizations using a 
mixed catalyst comprising metallocenes within the scope of (I) and (II). However, the 
only way that these examples could disclose the claimed process is if the exemplified 
bisindenyl metallocene produced a multimodal polyolefin component by itself, while the 
cyclopentadienyl/fluorenyl metallocene produced the second polyolefin component. 
However, there is nothing in the reference which would lead the ordinary skilled worker 
to conclude that the disclosed bisindenyl metallocene would make a multimodal 
polyolefin under the stated conditions, particularly in view of the reference teaching that 
only the racemic metallocene structures should be used (see col. 7, lines 58-66). 
Alternatively, one could view any of the exemplified polymerizations from Table 1 of 
Winter as corresponding to step (a) alone, because each process would be expected to 
result in two polymers, each made by one of the two stated metallocenes, resulting in a 
first multimodal polyolefin component; however, in that case, the examples would not 
have additional required step (b), which is required to obtain a second polyolefin 
component . In sum, there is no disclosure in the reference of a process which makes 
both a first multimodal polyolefin component using bisindenyl metallocene (I), and, in 
addition, a second polyolefin component using cyclopentadienyl/fluorenyl metallocene 
(II).
